Liquor Sale Ban In Canyon 


Object As Meeting Called. MARKS FOR YEAR) DISPLAY MONDAY 


PEOPLE FAVORING 
MOVEMENT ASKED 
1) MEET THURSDAY 


Ban on the sale of liquor at San 
Antonio canyon resorts is the ob- 
jective of a movement under way 
today, with major objective being 
the revocation of Mrs, Ruth Curry 
Burns’ license at Camp Baldy. . A 
mass meeting of all.persons in- 
terested in the movement has been 
called for the Chaffey junior col- 
lege next Thursday. The meeting 
will be at 7 p.m. in room 22. 

Mrs. Burns is reported to be 
planning to reestablish Camp 
Baldy. Action against the sale of 
liquor is started at this time so 
that Mrs. Burns may know the 
fate of her liquor license before 
she invests money in rebuilding 
the resort, At present she has a 
lease on Idyllwild resort. 

General opinion has been’ ex- 
pressed that the resort operators 
now in the canyon would volun- 
tarily give up their liquor licenses 
if the Camp Baldy license was re- 
scinded. 





Record Is Clean 

As far ag could be ascertained, 
no liquor law violations have been 
reported from any of the resorts 
now operating in the canyoh. Up- 
land police explained that Bear 
Canyon lodge and the other re- 
sorts have a clean record in ob- 
serving the law governing liquor 
sales. 

Kirk Vernon expressed the belief 
that 90 per cent of the cabin own- 
ers have been and now are oppos- 
ed to the sale of liquor in the can- 
yon. His attitude is that the 
wishes of the majority of cabin 
owners and taxpayers should be 
given first consideration. 

Youth Group in Lead 

Chaffey Area Christian Youth 
council is active in the cam- 
paign to prohibit Mrs. Burns from 
resuming the sale of liquor, if and 
when Camp Baldy is rebuilt. A 
large attendance of the general 
public is anticipated at the mass 
meeting next Thursday. 

The meeting is called to make 
plans for the campaign against 
sale of liquor in the canyon. Rep- 
resentatives of Pomona college, 
Scripps college, Chaffey junior 
college and others opposed to 
liquor in strictly residential dis- 
tricts are expected to attend and 
participate in the protest.

(Mr. Wheeler has a long bed of 
| the lilies, many of the stalks bear- 
ing from three to six blooms, but 
they are dwarfed by the magnifi- 
cence of the stately stalk with 18 
full size lilies.

What has beeome of the old time type of Fourth of July 
eclebration? It seems te have almost faded out of the picture 
in our beloved United States—and if any will be held any- 
where in this parf of the country we have not heard of jt. 
Nearest to it will be the display of fireworks that will attract 
thousands in the vicinity of Lone Hill on the outskirts of Up- 
land.

Hew Manitoba Handles Drunken Driver 


Up in the province of Manitoba. Canada, they have devised 
a@ means of taking care of drunken drivers that is said to be 
working wonderfully well. This has been accomplished by 
enacting a law that is one of the most drastic of its kind in 
foree on the continent—but a law which no one thus far has 
had the temerity to call too radical. The fact that the statute 
has reduced fatalities due to drunkenness by seventy-five per 
cent is—and should be—enongh to silence the potential kicker 
of severity. 

The citizens of the province have been thoroughly informed 
of the fact that if they drive while drunk they will not drive 
again for six months—nor will they have the privilege of hav- 
ing some member of the family, nor a professional chanffear, 
drive their own car for them. Moreover, they must go to jail 
for a period of seven days—during which time they will not 
need a car to drive, but will have ample time to think things 
over. . 

The law has these three provisions: First—a seven day jail 
sentence. Second—Impounding of the offender’s car for three 
months: and third, suspension of the offender’s operator’s per- 
mit for six months. 

Knowledge of the Manitoba law was introduced rather dra- 
matically, at the meeting of the National Safety-Council in this 
country a short time ago—in whieh diseussion of the drunk 
driver figured very prominently. A Manitoba motor vehicle of- 
fieial explained the law and then asked of the group of dele- 
gates if anvone thought the law too severe. No one did. They 
Were then asked if they thought such a law might achieve the; 
desired result in correcting such dangerous conditions in this} 
country. All present signified their concurrence by ‘raising 
their hand. ; 

This may be at least ‘‘a straw in the wind”’ and an indica- 
tion that a similar law might be enacted in the United States. 
Certainly the drunk driver is one of the gravest problems in 
the country. Every thirteen minutes of every day in the year 
some person is killed in a traffie accident in our nation and 
the drunk driver is responsible for a great many of the trag- 
edies. Like a flood, fire or earthquake, traffic accidents in 1937 
took the lives of forty thousand persons. That’s enough peo- 
ple to make a good sized city. Think of it—forty thousand 
persons killed in the eruelest way! And most tragic is the 
fact that practically every one in that city could be alive to- 
day if drivers of automobiles had exercised proper caution in 
their driving.

The reason houses cannot be built for less today than in 
1929—although cost of building materials is said to have de. 
clined slightly—is said to be because wages and taxes: have 
increased. Recent analysis of a frame house built in the mid- 
dle west for $5,000 in 1926 reveals that it would cost $5,379 
today. Labor cost now is estimated at $2,204 as compared 
with $1,878 twelve years ago. Taxes for workmen’s compen- 
sation and social security and sales tax have jumped to $347 
in contrast with a tax load of only $65.50 in 1926. Two of 
these hidden taxes—the sales levy and social security tax— 
did not exist jn 1926. However, it would seem that a building 
spurt should come with better times to result—temporarily at 
least—from the huge federal spending program now getting 
under way with a bang. Caution should be exercised to see 
that prices do not soar as they did before whéen building oper- 
ations increased. In that instance prices of commodities and 
of labor shot up to unreasonable figures and caused people to 
stop building. Similar tactics would result in the same way 
a second time.

Final detailed plans for the gi- 
gantic project are being complet- 
ed by the architects and actual 
construction on a large scale is 
scheduled to be under way before 
many months, Tentative plans 
call ror the administration office 
on Central avenue, about three

Cost of the site was $650,000. 
The American Crystal Sugar Co. 
sold the 2,566 acres to the state 
and traded 500 additional acres 
adjoining the prison site to A. B. 
Miller, president of the Fontana 
Farms Co. Mr. Miller is reported 
to be planning to subdivide the 
500 acre tract into small farms. 

Hundreds of WPA workers will 
be employed in the prison con- 
struction, The federal government 
allotment will cover 45 per cent 
of the actual cost of the struct- 
ure.

Delphinium flower stalks should ' 
not be cut clear to the ground after 
blooming. Leave a stem at least 
nine inches long with the basal 
leaves to feed the roots until new 


with a balanced fertilizer through;

Pinch Back Chrysanthemums 

For best results Chrysanthe- 
mums should be pinched back 
while the wood is still soft, and 
continue pinching until the plant 
is branching out and flower buds | 
are about to form. Do not pinch; 
where the leaves are opposite. Go 
on up the stem until you find 
leaves that are not strictly oppos- | 
ite (staggered), and pinch there. 
Small flowering types can be pinch- 
ed often, about every two weeks, 
Early flowering varieties can be 
pinched until the first week in 
July, medium early varieties unti! 
the first week in August, and the 
late flowering types until the sec- 
ond week in August.

Parker Dam Checks 
Flow of Colorado 
For California Use 





Swirling back into its age-old 
channel, only to find the way 
blocked by Parker dam, the Colo- 
rado river is being backed up to- 
day to begin the formation of a 
new lake 55 miles tong from which 
the 13 Metropolitan Water dis- 
trict cities will draw a billion gal-| 
fons of water daily through the 
392-4mile aqueduct. 

Designed to regulate the flow 
of the Colorado river, as well as; 
to divert part of it into the Metro- 
politan aqueduct, Parker dam will 
control the river by five giant 
steel spillway gates, each of which 
is 50 feet high and 50 feet wide 
and weights 200 tons. The river 
‘will flow through these gates and 
over the crest of the dam ina 
huge man-made waterfall. 

‘Considered ag one of the most 
spectacular jobs in the history of 
dam construction, Parker dam is; 
described by engineefS as ‘“‘the| 
deepest dam in the world.” This 
is because {t was necessary to ex- 
cavate the original bed of the riv- 
er in order to reach bedrock. 

This was the deepest excavation 
that has ever been made in a river 
bed, and required the removal of 
more than a million and a half 
cubic yards of earth and rock. Z| 








dam now rises to a heighth of 380 
feet above its base, but two-thirds 
of its height will be eternally bur- 
fed beneath the surface of the! 
Colorado river 

Frank Crowe, who was general 
superintendent of construction at 
Boulder dam, has acted in the 
same capacity during the building; 
of Parker dam, the first work on 
which was started in 1934. The 
actual construction of the struc~ 
ture itself has required a little less 
than a year, the first concrete 
having been placed on July 29, 
1937.

laration of Freedom 
At Meeting 





The Declaration of Independence 
is a “statement of a young and 
vigorous people declaring that they 
planned to follow their own course 
and be their own rulers,” accord- 
ing to Wiley W. Mather.
